up to eight inches of snow on the

w eakened and ap p eared to be 
disintegrating on the southern 
-Plains, posing no m ajo r threat 
to the storm -w racked m idlands 
and E ast. 
Unseasonably cold w eather 
that kept the chill on the Ohio 
Valley and E a st m uch of the 
w eek 
m o v ed

A tla n tic O c e a n , a n d w a r m 
southerly breezes blew across 
the E ast 
Snow spread across the Great 
Lakes and Ohio Valley but it 
was light. F o r the first tim e in 
m ore than a month, te m p e ra ­ 
tures in Indianapolis an d South 
Bend, Ind., clim bed above the 
freezing m ark 
The w a rm u p could be short­ 
lived 
subzero tem p eratu res

O ther drugs, still allowed to 
use the coloring, would have to 
state on their labels:

product contains FD&U Yellow 
No.5 which may cause allergic- 
type 
re actio n s 
in 
c e rta in 
susceptible people " 
By far the most widespread 
use of the dye is in food, and 
that use will be allowed to 
continue, the FDA said 
The labels of food containing 
it 
such as beverages, candy, 
d e sse rts, 
c ere als, 
bakery 
goods. 
ice cream , sherbert, 
dairy products and snack foods 
will have to list on their 
labels that they contain Yellow 
No. 5, instead of just “artificial 
coloring" as is presently the 
case 
The FDA e stim a te d that

consum ers are allergic to the 
dye 
The sym ptom s include 
w heezing and difficulty in 
breathing, hives, and stuffy or 
runny nose.

“ Keeping the schools run­ 
ning. That’s been our job in 
Youngstown. That and improv­ 
ing education for all children as 
we go along.” 
The Youngstown and state 
school boards are charged by 
the NAACP with fostering and 
maintaining 
a 
segregated 
school system 
“ Timing 
is 
im portant,” 
Pegues, who is 
black, 
told 
Atkins. “ Superintendents have 
to look at that. We need to do all* 
we possibly can, but timing is 
important.” 
The superintendent cited 
large declines in the white 
enrollment at public schools in 
Boston, Louisville, 
Nashville 
and other cities. 
“ We haven’t tried an all out 
effort on racial balance and 
we’re already losing people,” 
he said.

S o m e believe all the warnings, other don't The 
disbelievers ask w hy they should take any action 
other than minor curtailments in usage when 
others apparently are not troubled by all the 
dismal forecasts 
All up and down State St., Salemites are 
voicing the question, “ Is it re a r" 
Store owners and other business leaders are 
angered bv insinuations from customers that the 
businesses are not doing their part to conserve 
uel. The merchants say they are complying w ith 
'he request made by Columbia Gas Co. 
Other areas throughout the state have gone 
even further, severely cutting business hours 
They also say they are complying with direc­ 
tives. 
Who is to believe what? Where does the truth 
lie? 
One major fact has surfaced—the need for 
positive leadership It should have come from 
rov 
James A. Rhodes, who has expressed 
concern over the possibility of additional gas 
-hutoffs. But he has done little else except ex­ 
press concern other than request the state be 
ieclâred a "major disaster area " 
The governor should have established some 
state-wide guidelines as to school closings, 
business and industry curtailments, etc. Instead 
there has been a hodgepodge which is creating ill 
feelings all up and down the line 
Columbia Gas officials have continually urged 
conservation measures and have issued direc­ 
tives for more and more curtailments. Here 
again, some have comDlied. others have not. 


Columbia Gas has said once the allocation for 
February and March has been used, mandatory 
5butoffs w ill be ordered to those exceeding their 
allotments 
This has yet to be tested. It never has hap­ 
pened in the past because the utility usually has 
enough of a cushion to manage to pull through 
Marvin E White, chairman of Columbia Gas, 
now is optimistic. He says "We are going to win 
the ball game this winter.” 
He has urged homeowners not to get scared 
because they will have heat. He also revealed 
nothing has been done to some 68,000 com­ 
mercial customers who use less than 200,000 
cubic feet a month. 


Gov. Rhodes said Wednesday the natural gas 
level in the state is at a crisis level and other fuel 
sources are in dangerously short supply. 
In Washington, Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D- 
Ohio, called for an investigation of what he says 
is evidence that natural gas producers have 
hoarded fuel to force government deregulation. 
It is no wonder there is confusion, indecision, 
disbelief and anger 
If we are to see this crisis through, and we still 
believe it is a crisis, we must have some 
leadership We still urge conservation and self 
regulated curtailments now, because it would be 
easier to absorb cutback losses in small portions 
than be hit with complete shutdowns in mid- 
March 


If the crisis turns out, however, to be “ man 
made” by those who are concealing supplies in 
order to make financial gains, then strong 
leadership will again be needed to mete out 
severe punishment. 
Jews Want A Homeland 


A lot of things happened in 1492: The last 
Moslem stronghold in Spain was overthrown and 
the nation united under King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella; Columbus was dispatched to 
find a shorter route to the Indies and the Jews 
were kicked out of the country 
In the intervening 484 years, a trickle of Jews 
apparently managed to slip back into Spain 
because today there are about 12,000 of them in a 
population of 34 million. Only within the past 10 
vears. however, have they been permitted to 
practice their religion. And only the other day 
were they permitted to hold their first legal 
meeting, other than worship services, since 
Ferdinand and Isabella — a conference spon­ 
sored by the World Jewish Congress and at­ 
tended by 70 delegates. 
This greatly distressed a number of Arabs, 
whose ancestors once ruled a large part of Spain 
and. ironically, granted the Jews greater 
olerance than they were to know in Spain for 
five centuries). 
Arab ambassadors denounced the meeting and 
demanded assurances from the government that 
t was a strictly private affair. A couple dozen 
Arab youths demonstrated outside the Madrid 
hotel where the meeting was held protesting the 
•imperialist, Zionist, reactionary conspiracy 
against Lebanese Palestinians." 


The possibility that the expulsion of the Jews 
from so many countries over the centuries, and 
their routine persecution where not expelled, 
may have had something to do with the Jewish 
desire to re-establish a national homeland in the 
Middle East seems to escape the modem Arabs, 
as well as a lot of other people.

Protect Fish Or Humanity? 


WASHINGTON — Now that 
nature’s iceman cometh, bells 
are ringing in the national 
headquarters here of strong 
but helpless miinon-memDer 
unions. Telephone bells. From 
wherever deep-freezing winds 
howl, local union business 
agents are frantically calling 
their 
national 
presidents 
grimly 
seeking 
help 
in 
deliverance of fuel. 
‘This freeze may be an act of 
God,” said one powerful con­ 
struction 
union 
general 
president wearily scanning the 
drop in employment of his 
people now 
matching 
the 
plummeting temperatures. 
‘This may bring the en­ 
vironmentalists to their senses. 
People are freezing to death 
and the ecological crusaders 
are clinging to their obsessions. 
God damn it they have this 
energy so tied up we’ll never 
have the proper fuel for power 
If they hadn't stopped all those 
nuclear power plants we would 
be in far better shape now 
‘The big thing is the lack of 
some 200 nuclear plants. We 
can’t bring in oil. It’s frozen on 
river barges and in harbors. 
Coal is under ice. We’re short 
on gas.” 
This labor chief is right. First 
there was the oil crisis. Now the 
gas crises. Coal is frozen in the 
pits It is frozen in cars on the 
rails. And even in those reserve 
bituminous stockpiles at fossil 
power plants, the black fuel has 
to be dynamited out of the ice to 
get it inside to burn. 
YET THE D E EP 
freeze 
doesn’t affect the 60 nuclear 
power plants now supplying 
between 9 and 10 per cent of the 
nation’s electricity. Call it 
energy. There are another 160 
atomic energy plants under 
construction, on order or 
definitely on the drawing 
board, according to W. Doham 
Crawford, president of the 
Edison Electric Institute. Many 
of them would have been 
churning up power for plants 
and heat for homes, schools, 
hospitals, etc., if not for the 
environmental counterattack. 
Very little except the end of 
nuclear power appears to 
satisfy the conservationists, 
say 
labor 
and 
business 


executives. If this sounds like 
harsh treatment of the gung-ho 
naturalists, just read the 
following instant history of the 
frustrating efforts of one power 
company to bring energy to the. 
arctic-whipped Northeast. 
This story begins here, goes 
round and round and comes out 
right here again. Start with the 
efforts of the Public Service Co. 
of New Hampshire. For years it 
has planned to put some $2 
billion into a Seabrook, N.H., 
two-plant 
atomic 
reactor 
complex to supply nuclear 
energy to the area. Seabrook is 
just north of the Massachusetts 
line, a short distance in from 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
So now it becomes a matter of 
not disturbing the fish. 
After long official hearings 
and interminable waiting for 
complex licensing, the com­ 
pany, with the huzzahs of labor, 
industry and 
the 
populace, 
began construction last July. 
The 
Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission regional office 
said okay on what is described 
as “ once-through cooling.” The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency working with the power 
company directed that the 
emissions must be moved 6,000 
feet from shore. Then the 
reg io n al 
a d m in is tra to r 
overruled the EPA and said the 
company hadn’t proved the 
pipe ana emissions wouldn’t be 
detrimental to the fish. 
Mind you, the fellow didn’t 
say that it would hurt the fish. 
Only that they hadn’t proved it 
wouldn’t injure the swimming 
marine life. 
So at the end of December the 
Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Com­ 
mission backed down. The NRC 
appeals board, after hearing 
testimony in Nashua, N.H., 
ruled all construction must stop 
after Feb. 4. 


TH EN 
THE 
NRC 
full 
commission overruled this and 
set a hearing on the cooling 
system for Feb. 7; it wHl also 
review the financial aspects of 
the entire complex. 
“ It’s been the most ridiculous 
thing I’ve run into in all my 
professional life,” says one 
state official. ‘There has been 


delay after delay. We go 
through all sorts of commission 
evaluations on the local, state 
and national levels Then we 
have 
to 
battle 
all 
the 
regulators’ commissions and 
the endless intervenors (en­ 
vironmentalists — VR) and 
their statements and joint 
actions. 
This has been going on for 
over three years. It’s cost the 
company over $25 million. 
There are over 25,000 pages of 
testimony.” 
There would have been three 
more atomic power plants in 
action to counterattack today’s 
ice and the predicted deep­ 
freeze of the next few years if 
other nuclear installations 
hadn’t been sim ilarly ob­ 
structed by environmentalists 
and snarled in red tape. The 
providence of nuclear reactors 
is that the fuel is in the plant for 
long periods of time. Thus, they 
aren’t 
dependent 
on 
the 
delivery erf fuel — be it oil, gas 
or coal. And remember all the 
predictions of an “ inevitable 
coal strike next winter.” 


In 
qddition 
to 
the 
tragicomedy of the Seabrook, 
N.H., plant there are: 
The 
Midland No. 
1 
in­ 
stallation in Michigan. It was 
due to put out energy to the now 
iced-in state in 1974. The 
Seabrook-type 
delay 
has 
postponed effective operation 
for 10 years — until 1984. 
The Shoreham (Long Island, 
N.Y.) plant on the North Shore. 
Due 1975. Now delayed until 
1979. 


The Baltimore Calvert Cliff 
No. 2 complex. Due 1974. May 
come through later this year. 
The North Indiana Public 
Service Company Baily plant. 
Due 1976. Now 1979. 
Do we want to freeze, close 
schools, factories and giant 
Pennsylvania mills or don’t 
we? Do we want to depend on 
politicalized 
O PEC 
oil, 
overloaded gas pipelines and on 
coal pits which may be frozen in 
by nature or coal miners? 
With all due respect to the 
fish off New England, humanity 
comes first.

Is Panama Canal 


Carter's 1st 


Crisis?

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
In the early days of his ad­ 
ministration, President Carter 
appears to have grasped one 
painful 
lesson 
which 
his 
E 
redecessor learned only in the 
eat of last year's campaign: 
the Panama Canal is first and 
foremost a domestic political 
challenge. 
According, Carter is moving 
quickly and quietly to build 
public support for a new treaty 
with Panama and to defuse 
Congressional opposition to 
such a pact. 
The issue is receiving “ top 
priority” attention at both the 
White 
House,, and 
State 
Department, 
administration 
officials tell us. 
, 
The last thing the new 
president needs is a violent 
foreign policy crisis at the 
country’s very doorstep — and 
such a blowup is almost 
inevitable unless a new and 
more equitable treaty is quick­ 
ly concluded 
Carter has told Congressional 
leaders he hopes negotiations 
with Panama can be wrapped 
up by June. Panama’s foreign 
minister, Aquilino Boyd, is in 
Washington this week to pin 
down 
the 
timetable 
and 
framework for completing the 
talks begun under Presidents 
Nixon and Ford 
BUT CARTER is not devoting 
all his attention to diplomatic 
channels. He understands that 
a new treaty won’t be worth the 
paper it’s written on without 
public support and ratification 
by two-thirds of the U.S. 
Senate. 
As a consequence, Carter will 
discuss the Panama Canal 
issue in a televised "fireside 
chat” within the next two or 
three weeks, according to 
White House officials. He will 
try to drain off some of the 
emotionalism which Ronald 
Reagan 
and other political 
conservatives stirred up in last 
year’s campaign. 
Even before he goes public, 
the 
president 
— 
through 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and administration allies on 
Capitol Hill — is seeking to 
head off problems in the 
Senate. 
Last year, 37 senators — 
three more than the number 
who could block a new treaty — 
signed a resolution sponsored 
by Sen. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S C., calling for continued*U.S. 
sovereignty over the Canal 
Zone and insisting upon prior 
approval by both the House and 
Senate of any new agreement 
with Panama. 
A NEW VERSION of the 
Thurmond resolution, essen­ 
tially unchanged, is now in the 
works, but 
the Carter ad­ 
ministration 
is 
wisely 
maneuvering 
to keep the 
number of co-sponsors well 


below the dangerous 34 mark. 
Eight of last year’s signers 
retired or lost their seats in 
November, but several new 
members could take their 
places 
on 
the 
Thurmond 
resolution. The most outspoken 
freshman foe of a new treaty is 
the irrepressible Sen. S. I. 
Hayakawa, R-Calif., who said 
during his own campaign that 
the Panama Canal belongs to 
the U.S. because “ we stole it 
fair and square.” 
According to Senate sources, 
Vance has already privately 
begun contacting a number of 
senators who signed the Thur­ 
mond resolution last year but 
may be willing to reconsider 
their stands. He and other 
Carter 
operatives will 
also 
work on most of the 18 new 
senators, these sources said. 
Targeted for lobbying efforts 
are: Sens. Herman Talmadge 
and 
Sam 
Nunn, 
both 
Democrats from Carter's home 
state of Georgia; Russell Long 
and Bennett Johnston, both D- 
La.; Jennings Randolph, D- 
W.Va.; Thomas McIntyre, D- 
N.H.; Ernest F. Hollings, D- 
S.C.; Wendell Ford, D-Ky.; 
PeteDomenici, R-N.M.; Dewey 
Bartlett, R-Okla.; Edward 
Zorinsky, 
D-Neb.; 
Dennis 
DeConcini, D-Ariz.; H. John 
Heinz III, R-Pa.; John Dan- 
forth, R-Mo.; Harrison J. Sch­ 
mitt, 
R-N.M., 
and 
Richard 
Lugar, R-Ind. 


THE AMERICAN business 
community is contributing as 
well. The Council 
of 
the 
Americas, a group of 220 major 
corporations with heavy in­ 
vestments in Latin America, is 
intensifying its “ educational” 
campaign in support of con­ 
tinued treaty negotiations, and 
Vance has already conferred 
with the Council’s president, 
Henry R. Geyelein. 
Conservatives fighting a new 
treaty are far from finished, 
however. Thurmond, five other 
members of Congress and a 
Canal Zone labor leader have 
filed suit in federal court in 
Washington seeking a judicial 
declaration that only the full 
Congress 
has 
the right 
to 
dispose of U.S. territory of 
property, and the case could 
throw a monkey wrench into 
the treaty progress. 
But for now, Carter seems to 
be on the right track. He has 
already 
persuaded 
Senate 
Majority Leader Robert C. 
Byrd, D-W. Va., one of the 
signers of last year’s Thurmond 
resolution, to stay off the new 
version, and most other Senate 
Democrats are expected 
to 
follow 
suit. 
This 
doesn’t 
guarantee 
the 
two-thirds 
support for ratification of a new 
treaty, but it should give the 
President the necessary elbow 
room to negotiate a pact that 
can be sold to the public and the 
Congress alike.

'Common National Interesf 
President Urges Return 
To Spirit Of WW II Era 


WASHINGTON 
C P I) - In 
Ins first informal talk to the 
Am erican people. President 
Carter called for a renewal of 
the lighting spirit of World War 
II to restore a sense of "com­ 
mon interest" that can help 
solve the nation’s problems. 
Carter also outlined in a 
'fireside ch a t" Wednesday 
night a vigorous agenda for 
cutting the number of high 
government officials, putting a 
ceiling on the 
number of 
government 
employes 
and 
moving to fulfill a host of 
campaign promises. 
“ With 
the 
help 
of 
my 
predecessor, we have come 
through a very difficult period 
III our nation’s history But for 
almost 10 years we have not 
had a sense of a common 
national interest." Carter said 
Recalling the unity and spirit 
of World War II. he added: 
“ I believe we are ready for 
that same spirit again — to plan 
ahead, work together, and use 
common sense. Not because of 
war, hut because we realize we 
must act together to solve our 
problems, and because we are 
ready to trust one another." 
Carter wore a sweater, slacks 
and tie as he delivered the chat 
seated before a wood-burning 
fireplace in the White House 
Fam ily Library. 
Noting his signing of the 
Emergency Natural Gas Act a 
few moments earlier. Carter 
^aid he would propose creation 
of a Department of Energy 


later this month and a com­ 
prehensive energy program 
around April 20. 
He xvill ask Congress this 
week, 
he 
said, 
for 
a 
bill 
allowing him to start reorganiz­ 
ing the federal government. He 
said the administration already 
is reviewing the 1,250 advisory 
committees and commissions 
to see how many can be aboli­ 
shed 
He said he has asked his 
Cabinet to follow his lead at the 
White House in cutting the 
number of top staffers by a 
third, and that he will put a 
ceiling on the number of per­ 
sons employed by 
federal 
agencies. 
"Government officials can’t 
be sensitive to your problems if 
we are living like royalty here 
in Washington," Carter said, * 
recalling his decision to elimi- 


nate limousine service for his 
staff and other officials. 
Carter said he was "deter­ 
mined to have a strong, lean, 
efficient fighting force," and 
added "1 xvant our nation’s 
actions to make vou proud." 


"W e xx ill continue to express 
our concern about violations of 
human 
rights, 
as we 
have 
during the last week, without 
upsetting our efforts toward 
friendly relations with other 
countries." Carter said 
He referred to the controver­ 
sial State Department state­ 
ments about Czechoslovakian 
liberties and Soviet dissident 
Andrei Sakharov, but again, he 
did not name them directly 
Carter said that during his 
brief time in office he has 
learned

Polly’s Pointers 


Try moth spray on 
cats that stray

' Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to keep 
cats away from my side y ard. It is landscaped w-ith rock 
and my neighbors’ cats use it for a litter box Commer­ 
cial spray s do no good. — M S 
DEAR M.S. — I am sure readers will be sending in 
way s they hav e solv ed such a problem, but I would try 
spray ing the rocks with a moth spray . The odor might 
keep the cats away . This would hav e to be replaced 
often if y ou find it works. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — It really peev es me the way too much food 
coloring pours out when I only need a few drops. It seem s they 
could hav e plastic lids like those on Worcestershire sauce 
bottles so only a drop or two will shake out at a time. This 
would sav e both coloring and disappointment. — LINDA 
DEAR POLLY — A cat urinated on one of my mattresses so 
to eliminate the odor I soaked up as much as possible with 
paper towels Then I spread moth balls ov er the area, cov ered 


with lay ers of newspaper and in about a week the odor was 
completely gone — B.D 
DEAR POLLY — Perhaps those who still hav e to defrost 
refrigerators and freezers would be interested in the quick and 
easy way I do this. Buy a rubber hammer at the hardware 
store Turn the freezer off, mov e food out of one section and 
tap the frost LIGHTLY with the rubber hammer It will fall to 
the bottom. Scoop this out with a kitchen dust pan, wipe clean, 
replace food in this section and do likewise in the other sec­ 
tions. I defrost a large freezer in thirty minutes. — MRS. 
W.W. 
DEAR POLLY — Mine is a first aid help Pour one-half cup 
water into a small plastic bag, tie shut v ery tightly with a 
rubber band and lay out flat in the freezer. This makes a handy 
ice bag for burns, cuts and bruises. I found it a life sav er when 
I burned my self in the kitchen. The cold compress brings 
relief and works better than cold water or ice cubes. — A.D. 
DEAR POLLY — I found I still had the clipping that once 
appeared in y our column for making a sugar sy rup to use for 
stiffening crocheted doilies.The paper had started to y ellow so 
it must hav e been a long time ago that this appeared. Boil one- 
half cup sugar and one-fourth cup water until it bubbles. 
Remov e from the fire and when cool enough to touch immerse 
the doily . When saturated wring it out and shape while it dries. 
The doily should be v ery stiff when dry and may I add that this 
is the best way I hav e ev er used. Hope this will help Ruth. — 
CLAIRE. 
DEAR POLLY and Ly nne — I use a ten or twelv e-inch 
hacksaw blade that costs less than fifty cents for cutting 
plastic foam. I stick one end into a piece of corncob, add a dab 
of glue and hav e a handle on one end. Or, one end could be 
wrapped with tape if y ou do not hav e a corncob

Enlarged spleen 
is discussed 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


D E A R DR 
L A M B - 
Recently my rectal specialist 
sent me to have a barium 
enema 
He discovered an 
enlarged spleen. When I asked 
him what would have to be 
done he said I would have to 
see my family doctor. I did 
and he said to forget it. Oc­ 
casionally I have a left 
sideache Could the enlarged 
spleen be the cause? Please 
give me some information on 
it as I never heard of it before 
D E A R R E A D E R - In 
many ways the spleen is a 
large lymph gland located just 
where the colon makes a right 
angle turn on the left side. It is 
just under the ribs on the left 
side. 
It gets enlarged in response 
to innumerable disorders and 
sometimes for no apparent 
reason at all. It enlarges so 
often in so many diseases that 
I recall in medical school the 
students had a rule, if the 
professor asked how often the 
spleen was enlarged in a given 
disorder the answer was 
always 15 per cent of the time. 
The spleen can be enlarged 
in response to any of the infec­ 
tious diseases and it may also 
be enlarged in less common 
serious illnesses such as some 
leukemias. I would think that 
your spleen must not be very 
iarge if your family doctor is 
not concerned about it and 
that its enlargement is of no 
real medical importance in 
your case. 
The spleen destroys old red 
blood cells and when it 
becomes overactive it can 
destroy too many red and 
white blood cells, causing an 
anemia. To give you more in­ 
formation on the anemia 
group I am sending you The 
Health Letter, number 4-3, 
Understanding 
Anem ias.

January To Be Remembered 
As Ohio's 'Winter Of '77' 


United Press International 


It’s difficult to keep a per­ 
spective on history when you 
are living it — but the 31 days 
just past — known as January 
— will probably become known 
to future Ohio generations 
simply as “ The Winter of 77. 
There 
have 
been 
several 
“ winters of” in Ohio history, 
nearly all of them are infamous 
for record snowfall. The first 
month of 1977 didn’t bring Ohio 
much precipitation -- but, Oh 
Those Temperatures! 
Record upon record fell 
across the state — and nearly 
all those records were for low 
temperaures 
Cincinnati 
recorded 
the 
lowest official temperature in 
the entire state during the 
month. 
Early on the morning of 
Tuesday, January 18, National

S e r v i c e 
meteorologists inked a 25- 
degree below zero reading into 
the Queen City record books. 
That was 
the coldest 
tem­ 
perature ever recorded in 
Cincinnati 
since 
weather 
records began, back 
in the 
middle 1800’s. 
Cincinnati also received the 
most snowfall of any area in 
Ohio, and the only major city 
reporting a record precipitation 
total. Cincinnati received 30.3 
inches of snow, erasing the 
Queen City’s old record of 21.4 
inches, recorded in 1914. 
The average temperature in 
Cincinnati during January was 
only 12 degrees — 19.1 degrees 
below normal. 
And for all but one day of the 
month, 
readings 
remained 
below freezing in the Queen 
City — another record. 
Traveling northward, wea­ 
thermen in Dayton reported an 
all-tim e 
record 
low 
tem­ 
perature on January 17, when 
the thermometer dipped to 21 
degrees below zero. That outdid 
the earlier all-time weather 
record of 19 below, 
set in 
Dayton during 1963. 
The average Dayton tem­ 
perature was 11.6 degrees, and 
that outran every December- 
Jan u ary-Feb ru ary 
average 
back to 1900. 
Dayton had 57 consecutive 
hours of zero or below tem­ 
peratures during the month just 
ended, surpassing the previous 
consecutive Dayton record of 
zero or below temperatures, set 
Jan. 24, 1963. In all, Dayton had 
13 days with tem peratures 
dipping to zero or below — 
another record in that city for 
one month. 
Columbus, 
located 
at 
the 
center of the state, had an 
average January temperature 
of 11.4 degrees, or 17 degrees 
below normal. That made the 
month the coldest since records 
began in the capital city in 1878. 
The temperature failed to 
reach the freezing mark at any 
time during January and, in 
fact, 
has 
rem ained 
below 
freezing at 
Columbus 
since 
Dec 28, setting another record. 
Sub-zero tem peratures at 
Columbus occurred on 14 days 
during January and readings 
remained below zero from 6 
a.m. Jan. 16until 2 p.m. on Jan. 
18. 
Columbus 
weathermen 
re­ 
corded record low readings on 
three days — with a 19 below 
zero temperature on Jan . 17 the 
lowest at Columbus this cen­ 
tury and only one-degree short 
of an all-time record low 
And NW S officials in Colum­ 
bus report the average temper­ 
ature for the four-month period 
from October, 1976, through 
January, 1977, was 29.4 degrees 
— colder than any correspond­ 
ing period in the record books. 
Toledo meteorologists also 
keep their record book’s pages 
turning — recording the coldest 
first month of any year in that 


city’s history 
The average temperature at 
Toledo during January was 9.6 
degrees — another record And 
officials report the temperature 
never reached 30 degrees 
during the entire month — with 
15 
days of 
zero 
or 
below 
readings. 
Even 
more 
records 
were 
established 
last 
month at 
Cleveland, where the National 
Weather Service reported a 
record low of 17 degrees below 
zero on Jan 17. There were 18 
days of zero or below tempera­ 
tures in Cleveland, an all-time 
record 
The Lakefront City averaged 
11 degrees for the month, 15.9 
degrees below normal for the 
month. 
Youngstown, in Northeastern 
Ohio, also has just completed 
its coldest month on record w ith 
an average temperature of 10.3 
degrees — 15.4 degrees below 
normal 
Officials at the NW S office at 
the Akron-Canton Airport re­ 
corded a low of 18 degrees 
below zero on Jan 
17 — the 
coldest 
on 
record 
for 
any 
January and 14.9 degrees below 
normal for that month.
